Gobi files DNA bill 


Tool to solve

REGION - State Sen. Anne 
Gobi, D-Spencer, has filed a bill 
that could help police violent 
crimes that have gone unsolved. 
The bill would allow police to 
compare DNA gathered at crime 
scenes with DNA in existing 
criminal databases. 


Now police can only use exact 
matches found in criminal data- 
bases when they compare it to 
DNA gathered at a crime scene, 
so the bill would expand the use 
of DNA partial matches as well 
as full matches. 

“Because of working with 
Heather Bish-Martin, I did 
some research and some more 
research, and talked with law 
enforcement, and put this for- 
ward,” she said.

Selectmen 
sign grant 
contract for 
Sportshaven

BELCHERTOWN - A commu- 
nity Development Block Grant 
contract was signed by the Board 
of Selectmen Monday, which 
will bring about $1 million to 
bear on the drinking water and 
septic issues that have plagued 
Sportshaven mobile home park 
for decades. 

The next step, said Town 
Administrator Gary Brougham, 
is for the Pioneer Valley Planning 
Commission to design a water 
supply and distribution system for 
the park at 370 Mill Valley Road. 
The park is home to 45 manufac- 
tured homes. 

Brougham said he hopes this 
year will see the preparation of 
bid documents for the work, for 
a bid to be awarded for construc- 
tion, and for a new well supply- 
ing the homes to be drilled and 
tested. Tests of a well for the 
needed capacity can take up to a 
month, he said, so construction of 
a distribution system this year is 
unlikely. 

The grant, administered by the 
state Department of Housing and 
Community Development, should 
also fund the design of septic sys- 
tems but would probably not be 
sufficient to pay for the system 
construction, said Brougham. The

Local legislators lead effort to waive cost 
sharing associated with corona virus testing 


62 officials sign 
letter to Baker 
requesting action 


BOSTON — In a letter circu- 
lated among colleagues, Senator 
Eric P. Lesser (D-Longmeadow), 
Senator Joanne M. Comerford 
(D-Northampton), Representative 
Mindy Domb (D-Amherst) and 59 
other legislators are calling on 
Governor Charlie Baker to immedi- 
ately follow in the footsteps of New 
York Governor Andrew M. Cuomo in 
requiring Massachusetts health insur- 
ers to waive cost sharing with testing 
for coronavirus disease (COVID-19) 
including emergency room, urgent 
care and office visits. 

“With more than 250 residents 
already in quarantine, Massachusetts 
must take every precaution necessary 
to slow the spread of coronavirus,” 
said Senator Lesser. “We are in the 


midst of a public health emergency, 
and our Commonwealth cannot allow 
insurance bills or costly deductibles to 
get in the way of essential testing nec- 
essary to stop the spread of this virus. 
Massachusetts must follow the lead of 
other states and waive insurance fees 
for coronavirus testing.” 

“As the Senate Chair of the Joint 
Committee on Public Health, I have 
an obligation to do everything I can 
from a legislative perspective to pro- 
tect the health of our people,” said 
Senator Comerford. “The situation 
with COVID-19 is fluid and the 
Commonwealth’s responses are con- 
nected, in part, to the federal gov- 
ernment’s guidance and resources. 
However there are some steps the 
Commonwealth can take right now to 
make screening and treatment easier 
for our constituents, and I am pleased 
to join with my colleagues in calling 
on the Governor to take an important 
step in this direction by waving these 
cost sharing requirements.” 


“We need to do everything we can 
to make sure that cost and financial 
resources are not a barrier to any 
Massachusetts resident to get testing, 
care, and treatment, now and always,” 
said Representative Domb. “COVID- 
19 compels us to ensure that our pre- 
paredness and response 1s inclusive, 
and that every Massachusetts resident 
is cared for.” 

The letter also calls for Governor 
Baker to outline a series of actions 
that Massachusetts health insurers 
are advised to take that will direct- 
ly address the potential impacts of 
COVID-19, including keeping 
Massachusetts residents informed 
regarding available benefits and 
responding to consumer inquiries; 
offering, where possible, telehealth 
medical advice and treatment; mit- 
igating the harmful impacts of sur- 
prise billing; and preparing insurers to 
cover the costs if a COVID-19 immu- 
nization should become available.

Local author steps 
back to 1984

SOUTH HADLEY - Regardless of 
when or where, deviating from the 
norm has never been and will never be 
an easy task.

Crew (The Adventures 
of Teenage Hip-Hop Misfits) is 
about four kids who live in western 
Massachusetts, 125 miles away from 
New York City in and discover hip- 
hop in 1984, how that impacts their 
lives and how hard it is to be different 
when the world around you rewards 
you for conformity.” 

Infatuated with hip-hop as youths, 
Robitaille and three close friends 
formed the “Rockit’ JamMaster 
Maxing Crew,” created “house mixes” 
and strolled down the street, jukebox 
in-hand. 

The novel’s four main characters 
walk the same path that Robitaille and 
his peers did nearly four decades ago. 
Hip-hop becomes their passion as the 
crew enters into a world of trials and 
trials and tribulations. 

“Tt conflicted greatly with what 
most kids were doing in our town so 
it created a lot of tensions with a lot 
of the other kids. It became a relative- 
ly confrontational situation between 
parts of the town that weren’t ready 
for hip-hop or exposed to it. They had 
pre-conceived ideas of what it was,” 
said Robitaille. 

The original Rockit’ Crew pre- 
served and “learned about the incred- 
ible power of friendship in the face of 
adversity.” 

Criticism was not the only obstacle 
that the four young men conquered. 

“It was before you could sample 
beats or YouTube any sounds you 
wanted and record them; it was before 
digital. If you wanted the sound of 
a train, you had to go to the tracks 
and record it yourself. We were never 
bored, man,” said Robitaille. 

By 1988, each member of the 
Rockit’ Crew had gone his sep- 
arate way. Robitaille entered the 
U.S. Air Force, earned the rank of 
Distinguished Sen. Sgt. and retired 
after a 25-year career, all while con- 
tinuing to write. 

It was only after meeting up with a 
former crew member that Robitaille 
shifted his focus to the novel. 
Robitaille hoped he could inspire peo- 
ple to “be brave and be their authentic 
selves in a world that doesn’t always 
reward that” by telling the story of the 
Rockit’ Crew. 

It took him more than a year to 
complete the project. Every Monday

evening, Robitaille spent hours writ- 
ing. Attention to detail was priori- 
tized. 

“T decided I was going to do it 
because I[ didn’t want to wait forev- 
er and not have the memory of the 
details anymore,” he said. “I thought 
that there’s never going to be a perfect 
time to take on a novel so I made a 
goal of focusing on just this story.” 

Robitaille is optimistic that the 
novel will serve to remind adults 
that being a teenager has its ups and 
downs; he hopes that teens are sup- 
ported on their journey to find an 
identity. 

Rockit’ Crew (The Adventures of 
Teenage Hip-Hop Misfits) is suitable 
for adults, young adults and teens and 
is dedicated to “best friends every and 
those who are brave enough to be dif- 
ferent.” 

An author of poetry books, short 
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stories, and indie screenplays, 
“Rockit? Crew” is Shane’s first novel. 
His other books include “A Tango 
with a Thistle” and “Punk Rock 
Soul’. Shane graduated from Amherst 
Regional High in 1989 and currently 
lives in South Hadley. In addition to 
writing, he works professionally in 
talent development, and is a speaker at 
workshops, conferences and schools 
with a focus on empowerment for 
youth and young adults, mentoring, 
career guidance, and storytelling. 

“Rockit’ Crew,” the first piece of 
a two-book series, is available on 
Amazon and Barnes & Nobile online 
as well as a variety of booksellers 
around the world. Robitaille hopes 
that readers have as much fun reading 
the story as he had writing it. 

“It’s been a thrill to kind of have 
one foot back in 1984 for the past 14 
months,” he said.

Sheriff releases statement 
regarding coronavirus

NORTHAMPTON -— As the 
sheriff of Hampshire County, 
with around-the-clock respon- 
sibility for the health and safety 
of hundreds of people, including 
inmates, staff, visitors and vol- 
unteers, the cornavirus, presents 
me with many unique challeng- 
es. An outbreak of such a pat- 
hoogen in a closed setting, like 
out community jail and house 
of correction, would be difficult 
to control, and potentially dev- 
astating. 

My staff and I maintain vig- 
ilance for anything the could 
compromise the safety of the 
people under out care and cus- 
tody, but the potential threat of 
the coronavirus has sharpened 
our focus. I want the public to 
know that I am committing my 
resources to the tasks of protect- 
ing out jail and everyone under 
its roof, and to working with the 
wider community to limit the 
spread of this disease should it 
appear in our area. 

As our first line of defense, I 
am implementing a more thor- 
ough health screening question- 
naire for our visitors and volun- 
teers, people who, like hundreds 
of dedicated staff members, 
move though out facility on a 
daily basis. We will as everyone 
to be mindful of their current 
health status, paying close atten- 
tion to the symptoms associat- 
ed with the virus: fever, cough, 
Shortness of breath, the latter 
of particular concern. We will 
also ask everyone to review their 
recent travel history. And we 
will remind everyone of prop- 
er hygiene techniques — 1.e., 
hand-washing, covering coughs 
and sneezes — as effective means 
of prevention. We do this out of 
an abundance of caution, essen- 
tially asking people to be hon- 
est and conscientious about their 
own health and their potential to 
infect others. 

Because information is key 
to combating this virus, I have 
tasked a multidisciplinary team 
from various departments in 
my office — medical, security, 


maintenance, kitchen, inmate 
legal services, transportation 
and administration — with the 
responsibility of providing 
accurate, timely updates to our 
staff, and community outreach 
to our strategic partners, includ- 
ing local and state public health 
and safety officials, and Cooley 
Dickinson Hospital, to name a 
few. This team has also analyzed 
out transportation and delivery 
schedules, as well as out on-site 
resources, including medical 
supplies and food stores, and 
has identified areas in out facil- 
ity that would be appropriate to 
quarantining, should the need 
arise. We will also be working 
alongside out legislative delega- 
tion, and are especially grateful 
for the efforts of out State Sen. 
Jo Comerford, chairwoman of 
the Committee on Public Health, 
who last week led a hearing 
on the state’s prepardness and 
response to Covid-19. 

All Massachusetts Sheriffs 
are also maintaining close com- 
munications with one another, 
each fully aware of the threat 
this virus poses to our facilities, 
and the role we can play in help- 
ing to contain the spread in our 
communities. 

In 1980, the Supreme Judicial 
Court of Massachusetts, in 
“Attorney General v. sheriff of 
Worcester County,” ruled that 
“the sheriff 1s one of the ‘prop- 
er authorities’ to whom the 
Department of Public Health 
rules are to be sent, and one of 
the officials who ‘shal enforce 
said rules,’...” The Hampshire 
Sheriff’s Office is a hub of activ- 
ity, like a small city, operating 
24 hours a day, every day of the 
year. We face unique risks, and 
we hold unique responsibilities. 
As a custodian of public health, 
as the sheriff responsible for the 
safety of those in my care and 
custody, I take the coronavirus 
seriously and pledge to work 
closely with my partners in the 
community as we prepare for 
this uncertain time. 

I ask that the outside commu- 
nity do the same, because we are 
all in this together. 
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Give up your 
tribe for Lent 


his is the time of year when churches talk about 
what Jesus Christ gave up — his life — to bene- 
fit humanity. What will you give up? 

For traditional Christians, Ash Wednesday was the 
start of Lent, a 40-day period of prayer, self-examina- 
tion and self-denial leading up to commemorations of 
Jesus’ death and resurrection. 

As part of their observance, many Christians choose 
something to “give up” during Lent — usually some- 
thing material, and often something that’s unhealthy 
anyway, such as candy or alcohol or tobacco. Foregoing 
a favorite indulgence can be difficult, and cutting out 
a vice can improve one’s health, but in the wider array 
of personal behaviors one can give up, there are harder 
habits to break, and greater improvements to be found. 

Rather than — or in addition to — boosting one 
person’s wellbeing, why not make a sacrifice that will 
contribute to the health of our society, our democracy, 
and our future? 

Give up your tribe. 

America has made remarkable progress tearing down 
the old distinctions that divided us. Distrust and preju- 
dice among genders, races, economic classes, religions 
and geographic regions is less of a factor now than at 
any time in our nation’s history. That’s not to say these 
prejudices have been eliminated, nor to suggest that 
we shouldn’t continue to fight them. But we’ve made 
remarkable progress. 

One form of prejudice and intolerance is sharply on 
the rise, however, and it threatens the core of our com- 
munity. Even as our physical communities have become 
more integrated, the anonymity of the Internet and 
the fragmentation of media have led to an intellectual 
segregation — a self-sorting of Americans into virtual 
tribes of like-thinking individuals, choosing to associate 
mainly with those who hold similar political and cultur- 
al opinions, and — this is the worst part — increasingly 
intolerant of those who disagree. 

Mainstream Democrats speak of mainstream 
Republicans (and vice versa) as not merely misguided, 
but evil. Republicans seek to destroy Democrats (and 
vice versa), rather than trying to convince them. The 
extremes of both parties look on their moderate wings 
not as allies but as dangerous traitors. Politics has 
become not a debate but a war. We try to win battles 
instead of understanding each other. 

This primitive tribal behavior is killing our democra- 
cy. Give it up. 

This Lent — or this political season, if you pre- 
fer — give up the satisfying self-righteousness of the 
tribal warrior. Listen to a rival’s opinion rather than 
just waiting for an opening for an ad-hominem attack. 
Try to convert an opponent instead of defeating him or 
her. Acknowledge every time that we are all Americans 
first and that the incredible diversity of America results 
in a bewildering diversity of experience and opinion. 
For that matter, we are all humans — and none of us 
is closer to the divine, or closer to perfection, than any 
other. 

The man who made the first Lenten sacrifice, 2,000 
years ago, also wanted his followers to give up their 
tribes, to see the humanity in their enemies, to treat oth- 
ers with equal respect and charity. 

Not everyone believes in his story, or worships at 
his church. But the message of kindness and empathy 
doesn’t require a particular god or catechism. It can be 
found in religions, philosophies and ethical systems 
from cultures all around the world. 

Truth and righteousness are not the sole possessions 
of any political party. Give up the tribes. Return to a 
true community — our city, our nation, our planet.

ometimes, you just need to step back. 
The political conversations I hear 


these days are strikingly negative, 
dominated by what’s amiss in Washington, 
by the deep divisions in the country, by 
President Trump’s actions and the after- 
math of his impeachment, and by the dif- 
ficult problems we face but seem to make 
little progress toward resolving. There’s a 
lot of discouragement out there. 

I’ve done my share of carping, too. 
But at times like these, I find it helpful to 
draw back and look for the positives, as a 
reminder not to lose sight of the benefits 
we all share as Americans. 

For one thing, in the great game of world 


politics I’m pleased to be able to identify 
with the United States. We are not always 
right as a nation, though often we are. We 
have an economy that remains the envy of 
the world. Even if it’s not the record-break- 
ing marvel the President claims, we’ve 
enjoyed economic growth over a long peri- 
od, and despite our problems with wage

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Tasks to tackle in my yard 


here are a few things to be done in 
sk yard, some that are best done this 

time of year and a few others that I 
never got to last fall. I look forward to a 
warm sunny day to tackle these 
tasks. Maybe you are in the same 
boat; if so, read on. 

It’s time to prune your apple 
trees. Accomplish this while 
the trees are still dormant. You 
have only a few more weeks to 
get the job done, otherwise it’s 
best to hold off until next win- 
ter. Remove dead or diseased 
branches first, sterilizing your 
loppers or saw in between cuts. 
Then concentrate on branches 
that are too low, too high or those that cross 
over or rub on one another. Remember that 
fruit is borne on lateral branches, so also 
prune out those that are growing either 
straight up or straight down. It is important 
to allow light into the canopy of the tree 
to ripen your fruit. For that reason thin out 
new, weak growth or head it back where 
necessary. Pruning fruit trees is something 
you can’t overthink; do a little research and 
get to it! 

If you didn’t tackle pruning your sum- 
mer-bearing raspberries last fall, now 
would be a great time to do it Leafless 
canes are easy to work with, but don’t for- 
get thick gloves and long sleeves for this 
job; they sure are picky! Start by cutting 
back the canes that fruited last season all 
the way to the ground. Then look at what’s 
left. Prune away any that are skinnier than 
a pencil or those that have popped up in 
the lawn or garden path. Remember, you 
want to reach into the bed easily to pick all 
those berries! Here is the hard part: to have 
good air circulation within the patch, you 
should allow at least eight inches between 
canes. If you have any that are growing

closer than that, choose the healthier of 
the two and cut out the other one. Finally, 
trim off the tops of the canes so that they 
stand about three feet tall. The berries will 
be bigger and the less likely to 
bend under the weight of the 
fruit if you do so. 

My strawberry plants have 
heaved out of the ground! I 
will take the time to carefully 
push them back in. When I am 
without fruit this June, kindly 
remind me that Christmas tree 
boughs or other lightweight 
mulch would have prevented 
them from bearing their roots! 
To be most successful, apply 
mulch after the ground freezes and remove 
it about the time forsythia blooms, usual- 
ly mid-April. Strawberries aren’t the only 
plant that may heave out of the ground. 
Check your perennial bed too, especially 
if you planted new specimens after Labor 
Day. Recently installed plants may not 
have had the chance to grow enough new 
roots to properly anchor themselves, thus 
causing them to heave. Don’t lose hope, 
however, simply tuck them back into the 
ground and hope for the best. 

You may see what looks like dead 
branches on rose bushes or butterfly bush. 
It’s still too early to tackle these plants; 
wait until new growth emerges to see just 
what you have to work with and where 
your cuts should be.

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remarkably for a superpower, we have 
friends, allies, and partners whose ties are 
voluntary, based on shared ideals and val- 
ues. 

We can always do better, of course. 
Some of our alliances have become frayed 
of late. And it may be that we’re no longer 
at the pinnacle of global power we once 
enjoyed. But we’ve been able to protect our 
standing without descending into outright 
war, and though our global challenges are 
sobering and we have to appreciate the 
constraints on our power — we’re not going 
to make every country in the world peace- 
ful, prosperous, and democratic — we can 
still have a profound influence for the bet- 
ter on the world around us. 

This is in part due to the nature of our 
democracy. I don’t buy into the view that 
our country is collapsing. Yes, I understand 
that we have a vigorous public debate that 
goes on between the right and the left, and 
that as liberals, conservatives and moder- 
ates all compete aggressively for power, 
sometimes the competition gets out of 
hand. It’s not a perfect process, but it has 
served us well on the whole. Most notably, 
we have a longstanding tradition of free 
and fair elections, a free press, separation 
of powers, the rule of law (though some 
of these are under stress right now) and an 
active civil society. 

All of these produce a feature of our 
democracy that constantly impresses me: 
our capacity for reform. Our freedoms give 
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us the capability to stand back, watch the 
process unfold, search for the truth, try to 
understand what’s happening in the coun- 
try and the world, and then make deci- 
sions based on the information we have in 
front of us. If we make a mistake, which 
is hardly uncommon, we have the ability 
to correct it — usually by working through 
the system to change course. True, popular 
protests in this country occasionally turn 
violent, but more often than not we sort 
out our problems peaceably by working 
together. 

This is why I don’t share the gloom I 
see in a lot of the predictions about where 
we’re headed. Since our founding — 
in fact, it’s right there at the start of the 
Constitution — we have striven to achieve 
“a more perfect union,” and though that 
goal has suffered setbacks and at times 
seemed beyond reach, over the course 
of our history we’ve always been able to 
advance toward it. It takes hard work to 
overcome the challenges and to bounce 
back, but our capacity for self-renewal is 
strong and no less vital now than it ever 
was. We should remember that.

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BBB offers tips to keep 
tax information secure 


The Better Business Bureau has some suggestions for 
consumers and business owners for keeping their tax 
information secure and avoiding tax-related scams. 

So far in 2019, BBB has processed approximately 
2,260 complaints against tax return preparation services 
and related businesses including accountants preparing 
tax returns. For those complaints, the median disputed 
amount for which consumers sought BBB’s help was 
$495. 

Thus far in 2019, BBB received approximately 600 
reports to BBB Scam Tracker from consumers regarding 
con artists claiming to be with the IRS. This comprised 
nearly two percent of all Scam Tracker reports received 
so far in 2019. This has dropped from 3,500 or seven 
percent of scams in 2017. These scams tend to rely on 
tactics such as intimidation such as threats of arrest, 
isolation to keep victims from talking to their family 
members about the supposed tax issue and/or pressure to 
act quickly. Tax collection scams often employ all three 
to bully their targets into compliance. 

BBB has been cooperating with the IRS by providing 
the agency with phone numbers reported from consum- 
ers to BBB Scam Tracker. Any law enforcement agency 
can request additional information from Scam Tracker 
and we are always willing to work with them to help 
stop this fraud. 

Here are some ways consumers and business owners 
can combat tax fraud. 

Only deal with trustworthy tax preparation services. 
Check BBB.org for the latest Business Profile before 
you engage a company for the first time. 

Protect personally identifiable information (PII) such 
as birth date, Social Security numbers, bank accounts, 
etc. 

Check out websites carefully and make sure they are 
accessing the real IRS website (irs.gov) when filing 
taxes electronically or inquiring for additional informa- 
tion. 

If you get tax information delivered electronically 
from your employer or other entity, treat that informa- 
tion carefully. Download it onto a password-protected 
computer. Understand how tax scams work and be 
on guard for “red flags” such as calls before you’ve 
received any kind of letter from the Internal Revenue 
Service, Canadian Revenue Agency or other tax authori- 
ty, demands for immediate payment, threats or intimida- 
tion or payment requests via wire transfer, prepaid debit 
card or gift card. People may check out this BBB Scam 
Tip for more information at BBB.org/TaxScams.

FLORENCE—Florence Bank 
announced last week that President 
and CEO John F. Heaps Jr. will retire 
on May 1, 2020—25 years to the day 
he took the top job, making him the 
bank’s longest-serving CEO. 

Heaps leaves an expansive legacy as 
a bold leader. Staff and businesspeople 
alike credit Heaps with bringing tre- 
mendous growth to Florence Bank in 
an era when other independent banks 
across the country were falling victim 
to buy-outs and mergers with larger 
banks. 

He has grown the bank in terms of 
staff, the number of branches, the geo- 
graphic regions it serves, and capital 
and assets. Florence Bank is a top-per- 
forming bank in the industry in the 
State, with record results over the 
past five years, according to both the 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation 
and Depositors Insurance Fund. 

“We’ve kept our focus on the cus- 
tomers, the community and the 
employees,” Heaps said. “We are com- 
mitted to our status as an independent, 
mutual bank, which allows us to keep 
that focus. That gives us strength.” 

Heaps will be succeeded from with- 
in by Kevin Day, Florence Bank’s 
executive vice president. Day joined 
the bank 11 years ago as its chief 
financial officer. Heaps will serve as 
CEO, and Day will become the bank’s 
president. When Heaps retires on May 
1, Day will become CEO as well. 

Since Heaps came on board as presi- 
dent and CEO on May 1, 1995, dozens 
of mutual banks in the Pioneer Valley 
have been bought out by or merged 
with larger banks. “There are only a 
few mutual banks left,’ Heaps said. “In 
light of the economic downturns we’ve 
seen in the past few decades, that is 
significant. We are able to continue to 
focus on what’s right for the communi- 
ty and remaining mutual.” 

During Heaps’ tenure, Florence 
Bank’s capital has grown from $24 
million to $161 million, and assets 
have grown from $283 million to 
$1.4 billion. The bank grew from four 
branches in 1995 to 11 now—and soon 
to be 12, in 2020. The staff has dou- 
bled from 112 full-time employees to 


221 now. 

“It was very methodical growth,” 
said Robert Borawski, a 30-year mem- 
ber of the bank’s Board of 
Directors and its current 
chair. He explained that 
Heaps intentionally tar- 
geted commercial lending 
as a growth opportunity 
and built the lending team 
from one person in 1995 
to nine now. 

Heaps also invest- 
ed in marketing to raise 
awareness about Florence 
Bank, and his strate- 
gy for expanding into 
Hampden County promoted growth 
as well. “John had deep, local roots,” 
said Borawski, president of Borawski 
Insurance in Northampton. “He has 
great commercial connections and is 
well-respected, full of energy, very 
engaging.” 

Heaps is proud of Florence Bank’s 
community giving, which totals nearly 
$600,000 annually. One component 
of the bank’s giving that Heaps 1s par- 
ticularly proud of is the Customers’ 
Choice Community Grants program. 
He recalled the year that his late wife, 
Jane, suggested the concept for the 
program, through which bank custom- 
ers can vote on one nonprofit they’d 
like the bank to support with a grant.

This year the 
bank will be giving another $100,000 
through the program to more than 50 
nonprofits. 

Jonathan Wright, owner of Wright 
Builders, Inc., and a commercial cus- 
tomer of the bank, as well as a corpo- 
rator, said the Customers’ Choice pro- 
gram is brilliant and in keeping with 
Heaps’ energy and focus. “He has a 
passion for his work and also actively 
shares in and relishes the passions that 
we, as customers, have for our own 
path and commitments,’ Wright said. 
“His encouragement is infectious, 
respectful and unbureaucratic.” 

Wright said Heaps is loyal to cus- 
tomers and celebrates their success. 





“Simple maybe, but unusual,” he 

said. “For me, it has been loyalty and 
respect through thick and thin.” 

Suzanne Beck, who retired 

in 2019 as executive director 

of the Greater Northampton 

Chamber of Commerce 

after 26 years of service, 

said, “John made an incred- 
ible impact on the organi- 
zations and communities of 

Hampshire County by ded- 

icating the bank’s resources 

and, more importantly, creat- 

ing a culture of community 

service at Florence Bank,” 
said Beck, who worked with 
Heaps in 1995 as co-chairs of Cooley 
Dickinson Hospital’s business cam- 
paign to fund a new birthing center. 

Heaps grew up in Springfield and 
began his banking career in 1971 in 
marketing at Valley Bank, later Bay 
Bank, in Springfield. In 1987, he was 
first named a bank president for Bank 
of Boston, also in Springfield. He was 
37 at the time, and the Springfield 
Union-News reported he was the 
youngest bank CEO in Western Mass. 

At 71, Heaps said the time is right 
for him to retire. 

“We have a strategic plan in place 
that will guide the continued growth 
of our bank in Western Mass. The mar- 
ketplace is wide open for us. We have 
an exceptional senior management 
team, a dedicated board of directors 
and committed employees.” 

In addition to serving on countless 
other nonprofit boards, Heaps has 
also sat on many boards in the bank- 
ing industry, including the Connecticut 
On-Line Computer Center Inc., 
which provides core data processing 
to banks, including Florence Bank. 
“COCC allows Florence Bank and 
other community banks to compete 
with the largest banks in America,” 
Heaps said. 

In retirement, Heaps will spend time 
with his 10 grandchildren, play golf 
and travel. He will continue to sit on 
the board of directors for the Savings 
Bank Life Insurance Company of

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Fabric, factories and fashion 
from the Quabbin Valley 


BELCHERTOWN - The Quabbin 
Visitor Center will host a free public 
program entitled “Fabric, Factories and 
Fashion; A History of Textiles from the 
Swift River Valley” on Sunday, March

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well will require a 500 foot separation 
from any septic discharge, so the designs 
need to be done in concert, he said. Only 
about 11 acres of the 52-acre property is 
available for the projects because wet- 
lands and Jabish Brook are on the parcel. 

Sportshaven was established as a 
campground in the 1970s and gradually 
became an unlicensed mobile home park. 
Poor maintenance, nonpayment of lot 
rental fees and bankruptcy followed in the 
1990s. Its listed owner is Aquarius Water 
Co., of Hinsdale. Brougham said some 
suggested the town condemn the park 
in the 1990s, but that would have meant 
evicting the residents and stabilizing the 
Site, at an estimated cost to the town of 
$1.25 million. 


Heating Oil Transport Contract signed 
Another contract, this one for the trans- 
portation of heating oil, was signed by 
the board, and the timing seems to be 
fortuitous. 
The town will pay Roberts Energy, of 


Springfield, $.25 per gallon to deliver and 
pump fuel to town buildings in the com- 
ing fiscal year. The transportation con- 
tract needs to be signed before the town 
can purchase heating oil on the futures 
market, and those prices have dropped 
considerably in the last week, Brougham 
said. 

The town uses about 36,000 gallons of 
heating oil a year. Competition among 
oil producers pushed the price lower this 
week, from $1.48 to $1.18 per gallon with 
even lower prices expected in the near 
future. The town paid about $1.95 a gal- 
lon last year, said Brougham. 

The School Department has a separate 
contract but buys along with the town. 
Their transportation costs are mostly 
lower - $.12 per gallon - because they typ- 
ically buy by the tanker load and the oil 
is deposited by gravity feed. The school 
department uses about 141,000 gallons of 
oil a year. 

“As soon as we can get this (transpor- 
tation contract) signed by both parties, 
we can issue a buy order,” said Steven 
Williams, director of the public works 
department. 
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Bish-Martin is the older sister of Molly

Joseph D’ Angelo was identified as the 
suspect in 12 homicides, more than 40 
rapes and many burglaries, according to 
published accounts.

maintained those relationships, he said. 

“(Baker’s) principles are very much in 
line with mine,” said Harrington, who con- 
siders himself a fiscal conservative. 

Those relationships could also help 
bring funding to projects in Western 
Massachusetts, Harrington said. 

“T will have the ability to reach out to the 
Governor directly and make the important 
case that funds here are needed and nec- 
essary, and Western Mass. and the Pioneer 
Valley deserves a fair shake just like any 
other region in the state,’ Harrington said. 

Harrington has served on the Ludlow 
School Committee since 2005 and was a 
selectman from 1994 to 1997. Currently, 
Harrington is a part-time police officer 
in Ludlow and works as a program man- 
ager and volunteer coordinator for the 
Department of Correction, where he writes 
curriculum and helps individuals struggling 
with addiction. 

He’s also a former small business owner; 
he opened variety store Our Town Variety 
on Fuller St. 17 years ago and sold the 
business three years ago. 

“T have a different perspective on this 
district because I’ve been so involved over 
the years,” Harrington said. 

Harrington and his wife, Noel, both 
graduated from Ludlow High School and 
decided to stay in town to raise their two 
kids, a son and a daughter, he said. 

He also pointed to the work he’s done 
as a School Committee member, includ- 
ing on the new Harris Brook Elementary 
School project, which received a grant for

58 percent of the cost from the state. He’s 
also advocated for families against raising 
school-related fees like busing, he said. 

“T’ve always been a very conservative 
voice on the School Committee to keep fis- 
cal things in order, because I recognize that 
families do struggle,” he said. 

He said he doesn’t see this as simply a 
Republican or Democratic race or on any 
particular issues, and that he plans to run 
his campaign on issues that affect everyday 
working people. 

“They need somebody who’s just like 
them,” Harrington said. “And I look for- 
ward to working very hard” between now 
and Nov. 3, he added. 

If elected, he said he also believes in 
reaching across the aisle and working with 
all parties. 

As for the Ludlow Mills development 
project, Harrington said that “incentivizing 
people to come into this mill project, open 
their business and put their passion to work 
is what I’m going to be doing — and that’s 
going to require a lot of state support and 
funding. 

“These are projects funded by the state, 
and you need somebody who’s going to 
be in Boston that understands and has 
been involved in this thing from day one,” 
Harrington said. 

Fellow School Committee member, Jake 
Oliveira, has also announced a campaign 
for the 7th Hampden District seat. 

Over the next nine months, Harrington 
said his priority will be knocking on doors, 
letting people know where he stands on 
issues and moving “‘full-steam ahead” with 
the campaign.

Granby edged by 
Duggan in first round

The Granby boys varsity bas- 
ketball experienced a heartbreak- 
ing loss in the first round of the 
Western Mass Division 4 tourna- 
ment.

Many students, school faculty, and parents 
spent the evening exloring a variety of displays 
created as part of the cirriculum’s in the high 
school’s three language courses; Spanish, French 
and Latin. The displays ranged from artwork and 
diagrams that showcased the basics of each lan- 
guage, samplings of food cooked by the students 
from countries across the globe, video presenta- 
tions, and games and activities for attendees to 
take part. 

“This is out fifth year of running this event,’ 
said Christine Holesovsky, chair of the Foreign 
Langages Department for BHS. “We’ve had an 
amazing level of success with this event since 
it first began. The students love it and it really 
provides them with a great way to see into what 
their classmates are learning and these amazing 
cultures and their histories.”
